The Appropriation for the White Mouse 
Taken Up by the House. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Mr. Townshend, of 
Illinois .submitted a report of the conference 
committee on the pension appropriation bill to 
the house, and it was agreed to. 

Mr. Baurnes, of Missouri,from the committee 
on appropriations, reported the general defi- 
ciency bill, and it was referred to the commit- 
tee of the whole. 

The bill makes an appropriation of $6,062,- 
845, based on estimates aggregating $7,448, 426. 
The principal department at deficiencies are 
$366,355 for the treasury; $569,204 for the in- 
terior; 3840,460 for the postoffice, and $273,112 
for the department of justics. For court of 
claims judgments, the bill appropriates $682,- 
216, and for district water supply $555,000. 
For thedepartment of agriculture is appro- 
priated the sum of twodollarsand eighty-two 
cents to provide for the payment of claims au- 
dited by accounting officers of the treasury. 
$2,442,937 is appropriated, attached to a pro- 
vision of $50,000 to supply the deficiency in 
appropriation for fees of United States com- 
missioners is limitation restricted to $800 per 
annum, the whole of compensation and fees 
hereafter to be paid these officers for examina- 
tion of criminal charges and providing 
that for warrants on writs they 
may receive the same compensation as is allow- 
ed to clerks,but shail be entitled to docket fees. 
The estimates under the head of Central Pa- 
cific railroad, included an item of $735,160 
from the war department for the transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies during the present 
fiscal year, over non-subsidized branches of 
that railroad, and an item of $171,153 0n the 
same amountduring the next fiscal year. The 

ostoffice department also sent in an item of 
$616,714 for mail transportation over the same 
branches. Auditor Williams appeared before 
the committee and explained that these 
appropriations were made necessary 

a decision of the supreme 
court to the effect that compensation 
could not be withheld from these railroads on 
account of services performed on non-subsi- 
dized branch lines. The committee, however, 
bas disallowed the items, on the ground that 
the real issue has never been investigated iu 
court, and that the government has a right to 
set off ax against these claims of railroad mil- 
lions of dollars annually paid by the govern- 
ment, cn account of interest on railroad 
bonds. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Reagan in the chair, on the sundry 
civil bill. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, moved to increase 
from $80,000 to $200,000 the appropriation for 
protecting public lands from fraudulent entry. 

After a long debate, inwhich animosity on 
the republican side against the Land Commis- 
sioner, Sparks again came prominently to the 
front.

asked, could the pres- 
administration, wedded 
Jeffersonian simplicity, 
want with $29,000 for furniture and flowers? 
The president would not tolerate such a use- 
less expenditure. It was known that when he 
nerved himself tothe thankless duty of veto- 
ing pension billsof sixty destitute soldiers or 
widows he was constrained by his official oath 
—constrained by his official duty and forced 
by Jeffersonian simplicity, yet those pension 
bills aggregated less than $7.000—one-fourth 
of the sum which this committee was trying 
to force upon him to expend for furniture and 
flowers. 

Mr. Randall remarked that the bill appro- 
priated $16,000 for repairs and furniture for 
the executive mansion, while in 1883, $20,000 
and in 1884, $25,000 had been appropriated for 
a like purpose, so that the committee was in 
the line of Jeffersonian simplicity. Next year 
perhaps it would do better. The committee 
should remember that there was a very able 
hourekeeper at the white house now. [Laugh- 
ter and applause. | 

Pending further action the committee rose. 

Mr. Blair, of Georgia, submitted a confer- 
cnee report on the postoflice appropriation bill 
and it was agreed to. The senate recedes from 
the amendment which authorizas the postmas- 
ter-general to contract for inland and foreign 
steamboat mail service when it can be com- 
bined in one route, where the foreign office is 
not more than two hundred miles distant from 
the domestic office, on the same terms as land 
and steamboat service, The report so recedes 
fiem the amendment increasing by $30,000 the 
appropriation for railway postal car service. 
The senate also recedes from the foreign mail 
service amendment known as the “subsidy” 
fmendment. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, submitted a con- 
ference report on the army appropriation bill, 
and it was avreed to. There were no important 
points of controversy between the two houses 
on this bill, the differences being principally 
as to the matter of detail. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, submitted a confer- 
ence report on the agricultural appropriation 
bil], and it was agreed to. 

The house then, at 5 o'clock, adjourned.

THREE REPORTS MADE BY THE 
COMMITTEE. 


The Pan-Electric Investigators Disagree and Send 
in Three Documents, Neither of Which are 
Signed by a Majority of the Committee 
-—Some of Their Conclusions. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Three documents 
in the nature of reports will be presented to 
the house by the Pan-Electric tele phone com- 
mittee, but as neither will be signed by a ma- 
jority of the committee, technically speaking, 
there will be no report before the house for 
action. The report drawn up by the chair- 
man will be signed by himself and Messrs. 
Oates, Eden and Hall—all democrats. Mr. 
Ranney has secured the signatures of Messrs. 
Millard, Hanback and Moffatt—all republi- 
cans—to his report, while Mr. Hale, demo- 
crat, has presented his views in an individual 
report. Chairman Boyles’s report will not be 
made public before Thursday. 

The report signed by the republican mem- 
bers is given out today. It is a very long docu- 
ment, and treats the evidence in great detail, 


after which it says: 

Taking allof these things together, it does not ad- 
mit of doubt that the solicitor general, acting as 
attorney genera’, was, by some means, led to grant 
this application without the usual reference or in- 
guiry; without any pretence of competert exami- 
nation; with unexsampled speed and in violation of 
the practice of the department. In an ordinary 
care such action would be held to be 
positive. proof of fraud, at least poof of 
gross negligence, which, in a person of his position, 
is equivalent to fraud. There is no reason why 
that rnle should not be applied here. 't cannot 
be forgotten that this request, granted in so extra- 
ordinary and unbeco aing a manner, was a request 
in which the head of the department of justice 
avd a senator of the United States w! ame in 
person to the solicitor general to ing out it 
and seemingly uiged speea, and othe: ament 
officials for two years had and ha: iously 
had, vast pecuniary interest.. Upoa facts, 
no one of which can be disputed, no ur, would 
hesitate. It is enough, however, tosay thatit can- 
not be tolerated, that the business of government 
can be soconducted. It cannot estape observa- 
tion that Senator Harris and Casey Young acted 
just as men would actif already assured of what | 
was being asked, and that the condvct o/ the solici- 
tor genera] is most easily pccounted for on the as- 
sumption that he understood the matter in ad- 
Vv a and had predetermined upon his course of 
action. 

The report then recurs to the subject of the 
opinion furnished by the attorney general. It

He might have awaited the 
conclusion of the New Orleans suit and not 
have taken the extraordinary step he did. 
He was, bowever, but a friendly adviser to the 
department ef justice and the responsibility 
rests upon the head of that 
department. The report says: 

liis plain that the views of the secretary were 
his excuse and not his reliaace, and it is held that 
there was no sufficient reason for bringing the 
suits, as the Bell patents had veen invariably sus- 
tained, and that the questions presented to the 
execulive departmeits received inadequate con- 
sideration. 

The Pan-Electric was pushing an application for 
suit. for its own interest. The National im 
proved felt that it must have aid of the Pan- 
Electric. All parties knew that the transact‘'on 
was not one which would be on public inspec- 
tion, and so they did their best not to have it 
undone, but to keep it uuknown. The head of 
department of justice,to whom had been given 
$500,000 in stock, knew that the suit was to be 
sought and used solely for the private benefit of 
his company and its allies, and not tor the public 
good. Itis held that government suit was result 
and achievement of a combination, not inappro- 
priately called a conspiracy, formed by 
Casey Young, secretary, treasurer and 
counsel of the Pan-Electric telephone 
company and acting in its behalf (Senator Harris 
co-operating with him), and Watson \ anbenthuy- 
Fen president, and acting for the National Im- 
proved telephone company of New Orleans, La. 
They proceeded and operated to that end in dis- 
guise, ard holding all the false colors assumed for 
‘ve purpose of blinding and deceiving the 
general public only. The suit was sought 
and obtained ostensibly in the _ interests 
of the public, but in truth andin fact, for the pur- 
pose only of advancing exclusively their own pri- 
vate ends. There isgood reason to believe. and 
we feel constrained to tind, that in our judgment 
the proceedings would not have been asked or al- 
lowed, as they were, had it not been for the rela 
tions of the Pan-Electric telephone company with 
government officials, aud for the large 
interest therein, especially held by tne 
head of the departmcnt of justice. The plea is 
tbat the parties concerned did not think they were 
doing wrong. Buta government which expects to 
be respected cannot permit such things to be done, 
such influences to be sought for or such personal 
interests to exist and avail. It is not enough that 
those personallyinterested, who ought to have 
prevented it, say that they did nothing and meant 
to do nothing. 

The report estimates the expense of the 
suit, if tried on its merits, at not less than 
$300,000, 

In conclusion the report finds that none of 
the Telephone companies have exerted any 
improper influences through the press, unless 
it be the nativnal improved Telephone com- 
pany. Vanbenthuysen, it says, has used the 
New York Times as his organ to advanc> his 
interests and{that of his allies, and that paper 
alone, has been paid money for publishing

INDIAN TRADERSHIPS. 


General Atkins Before the Investigating 


Committee, 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Indian Commis- 
sioner Atkins was this morning before Senator 
Pilatt’s specialcommittee to investigate thechar- 
g¢s made with reference to the appointmen of 
Indian traders and madea general statement 
under oath in exp'anation of his policy. He 
said the statutes gave him the Sole power of 
appointment and control of subject. He had 
renewed the license of about one-half the 
number ofold traders, and had refused to re- 
new others, Some of the latter were refused 
because there were charges against, or rather 
objections to them. He would be frank. 
lie had refused to license some 
gentlemen upon the urgent demand 
of senators and representatives and other per- 
sons in this country, asking that certain 
traderships be given to some of their friends. 
lf that was a crime, he had committed it. He 
kuew that when he came into office there was 
a general expectation that all traders would 
be removed at once as soonas their licenses 
expired, if not sooner. 

Senator Platt asked if it had ever come to 
the commizsiorer’s knowledge that any trad- 


fers whom he had licensed had used his license 


to procure profit without putting any money 
i,to the bu:iness ofan Indian trader. 

&.v--ral Atkins said he was very ready to 
answer that quection, but he would very 
much prefer that if anybody made the charge 
that they be put under oath. He would make 
a genera! denial. He knew to what reference 
was made, A few minutes later General At- 
kins expressed his willingness and then his 
wish to go on and make a full statement. He 
said he did not wish to stopshort of acomplete 
vindication or conviction. He would turn 
the Indian office inside out and produce all his 
‘orrespondence, official and unofficial. Tae 
committee declined, after some delib:2ration, 
to hear General Atkins further at this time, 
alithe members agreeing that nothing further 
than the explanation and general denia! al:

A Writer in the Magazine Tells How the Wespons 
Were Procured that were Used in the Murder 
of Lord Cavendish and Secretary Burke 
—The Horrible Tragedy Revived. 


LONDON, June 29.—A sensation has been 
caused by an article purporting to contain 
important fenian revelations. published in the 
current number of the Fortnightly Review 
The article is captioned “Behind the Scenes,’ 
and is ostensibly contributed byan Irishman 
It tells substantially the following story: 

Frank Byrne, secretary of the English branch 
of the Irish national! league, occupied an office 
on Bridge street, opposite Westminster hall 
in the spring of 1882, The office adjoined 
rooms occupied at the time by the Irish par 
liamentary party. Mr. Parnell used Byrne's 
cfiice for the transaction of private business, 
because, as he said, it was the quietest place 
he could get in the neighborhood. The knives 
used in the assassination of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Burkein Phenix park were 
purchased with league money. These knives 
were then given toa fenian cobbler to cover 
with leather sheaths, and from the cobbler’s 
shop they were delivered at the leagae’s office 
by a brother of Frank Byrne, and were subse- 
quent'y entrusted to Mrs.Byrie, to be conveyed 
to Dublin, and there be delivered into the 
hands of James Carey. Miss Maggie Byrne 
took £200 of money,furnished from the league 
treasury, to Dublin to enable an organizer of 
the league implicated in the assassination to 
escape to America. Patrick Egan, who was 
then treasurer of the league, bolted the coun- 
try shortly afterwards,

THE IRISH ISSUE. 


Lord Salisbury Writes a Letter Denying 
Statements of Mr. Parnell. 


LoNDON, June 29.— Lord Salisbury has 
written for publication a letter denying in de- 
tail every assertion made by Mr. Parnell con- 
cerning the alleged negotiations made on 
behalf of the late conservative government to 
secure Irish government in return for the con- 
cession of home rule. He pronounces every 
one of the statements “‘baseless fabrications,” 
He says: 

It is false that Mr. Parnell was given reason to 
believe that if the conservatives were in power 
after the general elections they woula give him a 
statutory parliament, and nobody connected 
with the government gave any such indication. 
a. 2 talse that ever showed the 
slightestleaning in favor ofsuch aconcession. It 
is false’ that Lord Carnarvon urged such a concession 
on the cabinet. lt is, therefore, false that the cabi- 
net thatdid not refuse sucha concession until 
poles went against us. Ittis false that Lord Carnar- 
von urged a Statutory parliament forsix months. 
It is, therefore, false that he urged it without the 
cabinet opposing it to any extent. 
It is false that after the result at 
eon was ascertained the Cabinet swerved around, 
vecause is never had the slightest inclination 
towards a statutory parliament. I need hardly add 
that the story that the purchase biil was passed 
in defiance toa wish expressed in an interview on 
August lst, is simply impossible, because the bill 
had already passed the house of lords and the gov- 
ernment had publicly pledged itself to the bill.

enses of $158,571, leaving net earnings of 
$9,185. As compared with last year the net 
earnings show a decrease of $6,539, not with- 
standing there was a decrease in the expenses 
of $19,164. The superintendent says: “While 
this continuous yearly reduction in revenue is 
much to be deplored, yet it gives me pleasure 
to say that we havemet every obligation and 
have continued to improve the condition of 
the roadway and track, as well as the rolling 
stock as will hereafter appear. This, of 
course, could only be accomplished by the 
closest economy in all departments of our 
work,”

ARIZONA RUSTLERS. 


WHAT HAS BECOME OF THE MEN 
WHO CAARIED THE REVOLVER. 


The Story of the Deadly Feud Between the Earp 
Brothers and the Olanton’s and McLowry’s— 
The Deadliest and Most Desperate Duel 
on Record—How it Occurred. 


Yesterday, says The San Francisco Alta, a re- 
porter, met a gentleman just from Arizona, 
andin the casual chat that followed the ex- 
change of greetings, the former asked what 
civilizing influence had fallen on the territory 
to stop the constant slaughter of man by his 
fellow that was so common a very few years 
back. This led outa strong flood of reminis- 
cences, and some of them are so very interest- 
ing that the reporter made. notes for a series of 
articles, to be published when the space limits 
permit. Threeor four years ago the Coast As- 
sociated Press dispatches were liberally sprin- 
kled with reports of deadly impromptu duels, 
and hundreds occurred of which no mention 
was ever made through the type of the daily 
journals of points as remote as this. Some of 
the most notorious of the men who were ever 
ready to speak with their revolvers or “cut-off” 
shotguns, were rough desperadoes, with whom 
killing was a pastime, while others were drawn 
into affrays by force of circumstances and 
against their will, and having once ‘downed 
their man,” are forced to keep on killingas a 
matter of self-detense. No matter what the 
personal character and principles of these men 
might be, the bravery was undisputed. [n fact, 
Arizona was not a healthy climate for any but 
the most peaceably inclined men in the world, 
and the slightest approach to the posssssion of 

a quarrelsome disposition forced a man to be 
brave, and quick with his gun. Otherwise his 
friends soon purchased a little six-foot lot for 
him and be became a permanent resident. Of 
late all is changed to a considerable extent, 
and fisticuffs as often settle disputes as the 
knife or firearm. This change is what prompt- 
ed the reporter’s first qcestion, and with it he 
informed the gentlemau from Arizona that he 
bad heard rumors of a strong vigilance com- 
mittee that had exercised a wonderful ssoth- 
ing eifect on the turbulent spirits of the days 
gone by. The delegate from the territory 
laughed at the suggestion, and then said that 
the old-time rustlers would not worry much 
over any vigilance committee that might 
spridg up in opposition to them. “They have 
had vigilance committees in some of the coun- 
ties,” he went on, ‘ but they never had one that 
a few of the tough boys couldn’t whip in any 
kind of a big fight that might be named. The 
reasons that pezce pow reigns are the large iu- 
crease in population, aud that nearly ail the 
worst cases have been killed off. No matter 
how bad a man is, ior what his nerve and abil- 
ity with weapons, if he stays in that country 
long enough the sun will have a glimpse of his 
interior construction. Itis the old story of a 
witcher going once too often to the well; it 
may not break for a long time, but finally 
there will be one trip too many. 

‘What has become of the notorious ones who 
have not been killed?” 

“Ob, I don’t know. It is a hard matter to 
keep track of them, either, there are so few left. 
A good proportion of them have gone inuto 
Mexico, and others have drifted into the cattle 
regions of Utah and Montana, and still a few 
continue to reside in the terr‘tory.” 

Pursuing this branch of the subject the re- 
porter induced his friend to rehearse the story 
of the war between the Earp brothers and the 
Clanton and McLowry brothers, This was 
probably the bloodiest and most desperate im- 
promptu duel that ever took place in any bor- 
der country, and half a dozen men died vio- 
lent deaths afterward in consequence of it. The 
eight men engaged in the fray were Tom and 
Frank McLowry and Ike and Billy Clanton on 
one side, and Wyatt, Morgan and Virgil Earp 
and Doc Halliday onthe other. The four former 
were cattlemen on adjoining ranches, and up to 
a short time before the feu commenced they 
were on the best of terms with the Barns, who 
held various positions in Tombstone, Vir sil at 
the time this story opens, in 1882, being city 
marshal. Halliday wasa gambler, and supposed 
to be something of a stage-robber also; but he 
was on terms of intimacy with both parties, 
and onl ¥*inclined the more to the Earps because 
of their inclination to overlook his little in- 
fractions of the law. The prime cause of the 
trouble, it is generally believed, was a certain 
stage robbery in which considerable blood was 
shed by the robbers. A heavy 1eward was of- 
fered for the robbers, dead or alive, and it lay 
in the power of the Clantons to inform the 
Earps who the robbers were. Virgil Earp had 
his brothers asa posse, and he desired that 
the Clantons should lead the highwaymen into 
an ambush where he and his party could kill 
them and obtain the reward without having to 
make a fightin effecting their arrest. Ike 
Cianton sat on the proposition at once, and 
hard feelings was engendered, No immediate 
trouble grew out of the refusal, however, and 
the same night it was made the cheerful city 
marshal sat in a poker game with two of the 
quartet. While conning his cards, however, 
his hand never wandered far away from his 
lap, on which reposed his six-shooter, and 
these who saw it predicted trouble atany min- 
ute. A day or two later Earp commenced war 
by arresting Ike Clanton for a violation of 
some trivial ordinance, and then threats were 
mace on both sides. The duel was fought in 
front of the O. K.corra!,on Fremont street, 
and followed on the heels of Ike Clanton’s ar- 
rest. Billy Clanton and Frank McLowry had 
their horses in the corral, and went after them 
preparatory to starting off on some cattle busi- 
ucss, their brothers accompanying them to see 
them off. Billy and Frank were leading their 
horses and walking by the side of Ike and 
Tom, when the three Earps and Halliday came 
upon them from Fourth street, which crosses 
Fremont not far from tie corral. Virgil 
Earp’s first words were an order for the broth- 
ersto throw up theirhands. Itis only certain 
that Ike obeyed, and he did so because he was 
unarmed. What move was made by the oth- 
€15 no person outside of the Earps and Halli- 
day knows. But the firing commenced imme- 
diately. For five minutes the bullets flew in 
a perfect hailstorm in the vicinity, and scarce- 
ly a shot was thiown away. It was give and 
take, and ssven of the party stood and pumped 
lead from their weapons as long as they hada 
shot left. The other member, Ike Clanton, was 
unarmed, and subsequéntly was forced to be a 
non-combatant. He saw he could do nothing 
and fled through the corral and a photograph 
gallery back of it, and escaped unhurt, al- 
though pursued by a shower of balls and buck- 
shot. An immense crowd collected on either 
side of the street before the shooting was over, 
but it would have been suicide to attempt to 
interfere, and the battle went on to the deadly 
«nd. When the smoke cleared away Billy 
Clanten and Frank and Tom McLowry were 
shot to death, while the Earp party had es- 
caped lightly, Virgil having a trivial flesh 
wound in the leg, and Morgan an equally 
light one in the shoulder. Of course, they had 
their story to tell, and on preliminary exami- 
nation was acquitted. 

“Some weeks later Morgan Earp received 
his quiectus at the hands of a friend of the 
dead brothers, but as to just who that friend 
was there is considerable dispute. His survi- 
ving brothers claimed ® have certain knowl- 
edge of his identity, and they afterward ki’led 
Frank Stillwell for the deed, but the latter’s 
innocence is clajmed by many to this day. 
Earp was plate billiards in Hatch’s saloon 
cue evening and was shot from a rear window 
or deor. The glass of the window or door was 
frosted, with the exception of oue pane which 
had recently been put in, and this clean pane 
afforded the avenger his safe opportunity. The 
murderer poked a 45-ealiber revolver throug 
this bit of glass and dropped his man at the 
first shot. Wyatt Earp arrived before his 
brother died and in time to ask the single 
question, “Who did it?” The dying man 
nig tain a pame ip his ear and expired al- 
nicst immediately. Nothing was to be found 
of the murderer 1n the city, but the beat of a 
horse's hoofs immediately following the sho$, 
showed that he hed }aid his plans carefally. 
The next morning ak Stillwell, th. man 
suspected by the his breakfast in 
Tucson, ninety uch a feat of » 
borsemanshig to an av 
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they accused him cf the murder. Their ven- 
geance on Stillwell was prompt and terrible. 
Just two days aiterward they rode into Tac- 
£0n in pursuit, and their man was found at 
the depot just at train time. With Wyatt Earp 
were McMasters, Johnson, Texas Jack and 
Halliday, and when Stillwell’s body was 
found it was so :iddled with bullets that it 
would have made a very good sieve. A fort- 
night prior to this Virgil Earp received a close 
call and a warning in the shape of a bullet 
which rendered his right arm useless for all 
time to come. He received the compliment 
between 1 and 2 clock in the morning, as he 
was leaving a saloon « . Fifth street, and never 
discovered where it came from. 

“These were too much for the Earps, and 
after spendin; about all the money they had 
getting clear of the law, they left the coun- 
try. Virgilran a faro game in San Francisco 
for a little while and then retired to his fath- 
er’s ranch in San Bernardino county. Wyatt 
is over in Montanarustling as usual, and Doc 
Halliday is pursuing an a!) around life in Col- 
orado, He left Tombstone between two days, 
and in considerable of a hurry. Ike Clanton 
and another brother straightened up after the 
big fight, and are now running a cattie ranch 
in Grakam county, Arizona. 

“I guess that’s about enough for today,” 
concluded the narrator, as he located the ac- 
tors in the tragedy. ‘‘Next time I will tell 
you about the different fates of the stage rob- 
bers that caused the original dispute between 
the Earps and the Clantons. I don’t think 
there is but one of them living, and the fate 
of one of the dead ones would forma chapter

There are two classes of men supporting

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An Iniquitious System. 

There are some very queer ideas about the 
tariff afloat in some of the papers edited by 
so-called revenue reformers. Here isa bright 
paragraph from the Savannah News: 

The protection papers that acknowledge any 
sort of fealty tothe tariff reform plank in the na- 
tional democratic platform all arise in arms, as it 
were, in opposition to any tariff revision that does 
not begin with abolition of the internal revenue 
on spirits and tobacco. They well know that to 
abolish the internal revenue would render any re- 
dnection of the tariffimpracticable for many years 
tocome. Whatthe people want is not free to- 
bacco, but @ gradual relief from a system of taxa- 
tion maintained for the benefitjof monopolists and 
extortioners. The internal revenue, now that it is 
honestly collected and disposed of, is not felt to be 
a burden anywhere, and nobody asks fio have it 
abolished except those whoare interested in main- 
taining the present robber tariff 

And here is another almost as bright from 
that greatintellectual concern, the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer; 

Ia the fiseal year of 1884-5 we received from the 
regular internal revenue tax upon tobacco $26,062,- 
400. In addiiion to this there were penalties 
amounting to $289,144, making a grand aggregate 
of receipts from the tobacco tax of $26,351,544. If 
this is got rid of, and if the pension steals are kept 
up, and if weexpend the money that we fought to 
upon our coast defenses and our navy, then the 
tariff must be continued asitis, That is the gredt 
aim of the ultra protecfionists. 


We must confess that we do not under-. 


stand such logic as this. These so called 
revenue reformers are never tired of an- 
nouncing that the tariff, as it stands, is a 
high tariff; some of them say it is a prohib- 
iting tariff. They denounce it as such, and 
cry out for a tariff for revenue only. That 
they are insincere in regard to their owao 
views, unless they are ignorant, is shown 
by. such paragraphs as we have quoted. 

They ought to understand that if the op- 
pressive excise laws are repealed, as they 
should be, the government would be com- 
pelled to depend on the tariff for its revenue. 
According to the logic of the paragraphs we 
have quoted, this would necessitate the 
perpetuation of the present high tariff; but 
how could this be? In order to secure suffi- 
cient revenue to carry on the government, 
the tariff would have to be reduced to the 
revenue point, and this would bring about a 
systematic and thorough revision. This the 
free-traders claim to be in favor of, but when 
they are brought face to face with the issue, 
they beat it in fae illogical manner set forth 
we have made. 
oe war Bhs and yes 
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and which is known as the internal revenue 
system. It is 1 ‘rand upon the people—a 
barbarous and inijuitious system, and yet, 
wherever you find ademocrat ready to crip- 
ple the industries of the country and to de- 
stroy the prospects of the south, there you 
will find a democrat anxions to perpetuate 
the iniquitous revenue system. 

Itisa system that was well enough dur- 
ing the war, but, ina time of profound 
peace, it has been made the excuse of mur- 
der and bloodshed: it has been employed to 
oppress innocent men and women, and to 
pamper greedy officials. 
traders and the pseudo tariff reformers say it 
shall be perpetuaicd. — 


Amusement in Railroad Circles. 

According to the Atlanta correspondent of 
of the Augusta Chronicle, Major J. W. 
Green, of the Georgia road, was amused at 
an editorial that recently appeared in these 
columns in regard tothe railroads and the 
commission issue. He is thus quoted : 

The day before I was talking to one of THE Con- 
STITUTION propri. tors and deprecating their course 
in making the railroad commission an issue in the 
present gubernatorial campaign. The very next 
day the paper came out with an editorial con- 
demning the railroad for dragging the railroad 
commission into politics and pointing out the 
Same evilsthatI bad suggested the day before, 
only shifting the responsibility on to the railroads. 
I could not help being amused and impressed with 
the sublime cheek of the thing. 

The people, we do not hesitate to say, are 
impressed, but not amused, at the sublime 
cheek of the railroads, in forcing through 
their attorneys this commission issue into 
politics. There is nothing amusing about it. 
Itesimply shows adesperate effort on the 
part of the corporations to accomplish ina 
roundabout way what they cannot accom- 
plish directly. Under other circumstances, 
we believe the people would have been 
willing to modify the law tn the direction 
suggested by the commissions and THE CoN- 
STITUTION, but we do not doubt that they 
will hereafter regard with suspicion any 
attempt that is made in that direction. 

It will be observed that Major Green is of 
the opinion that THE CONSTITUTION made 
the railroad commission an issue in the pres’ 
ent campaign. ‘The truth is, THe Consti- 
TUTION had no more todo withit than the 
maninthe moon. When General Gordon 
announced himself as a candidate, in 
sponse to demands from ail sections of the 
state,an immediate attack was made on 
him all along the line. He was accused of 
running in the interests of the railroads, 
with the intention of emasculating the law 
under which the commission operates. Great 
interest was manifested by his friends and 
by those who desired to support him. The 
fact was demonstrated that he was in favor 
of the law as itsiands, and the commission 
as itstands. He met the issue squarely and 
promptly. 

Attention was then turned to Mr. Bacon, 
and a demand was madeon him for his 
views. AtSparta he clearly evaded the 
issne, and, though he has since said that he 
isin favor of the lawas it stands, he has 
persistently refused to say whether he would 
appoint as commissioners men who sympa- 
thise with the people or men who sympa- 
thise with the railroads. This is really the 
issue, and Mr. P con’s evasion of it is not 
unnaturally traced to the fact that he has 
been, and now is, inthe employ of a large 
railroad corporation. 

There is little doubt in the public mind 
that Mr. Bacon is the railroad candidate for 
governor on the commission issue. He has 
a perfect right to be, and the_railroads have 
a perfect right to sympathise with his can- 
didacy. The people, on the other hand, have 
a perfect right to defeat him. The commis- 
sion issue, however, will stay where the 
corporations have been pleased to put it—in 
polities. 
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It Should Be Encouraged. 

The Atlanta Musical Association is not an 
old institution.

The association is not a money-making 
business, but it cannot be run without 
money. Up to this time it has spent nearly 
$1,000, and, but for certain drawbacks 
which seem to vex all musical societies, it 
would now be firmly established. As it is, 
money is needed. The way to help the as 
sociation is to subscribe for memberships. If 
our prominent citizens will do this there 
will be no difficulty, The members are do- 
ing their part, and the board is determined 
to maintain the organization, but they need 
the aid of our best citizens, those who take 
an interest in musical culture. The success 
of such enterprises speaks well for a city. 
We cannot afford to neglect the refining in- 
finences of life, and music fills a place that 

can be supplied by nothing else. 


The Planets and the Prophets.

from Cleveland are inaccurate—not only inacc 
rate but well calculated to hold me up to ridicule 
as being treated with anythirg but respect by the 
convention. Who is to blame for this I do not 
know. lam told thatthe special and associated 
despatches were printed togetherin many of the 
papers. Ifthatis true, then I cannot tell which 
is correct and vice versa. I was waited on by 
a young man when at Cleveland, who handed me 
a card bearing the name, ‘‘A. kh. Peters,’’ I have it 
beiore merow. He said he representel the as- 
scciated press. ] saw him but once. 
He never came to ine a second 
time. Itwasatmy request that the convention 
appointed a press committee of five to give out the 
news ofeach day.
